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Scenario 

During  the  post-war  period  most  capital  cities  in  Black 
Africa  and  particularly  those  in  West  Africa  recorded  rapidly 
increasing  rates  of  urban  growth.  Accompanying  these  processes 
of  spatial  expansion  and  functional  differentiation  were  seemingly 
exponential  increases  in  familiar  but  poorly  understood  urban 
problems.   These  include  serious  levels  of  congestion  under  con- 
ditions of  high  density  in  the  central  city,  the  proliferation  of 
bidonvilles  at  lower  densities  (but  equally  high  conditions  of 
crowding)  on  the  urban  margins,  immature  bases  of  secondary  in- 
dustry, excessive  underemployment  and  hidden  unemployment  in 
petty  trading  and  other  marginal  economic  pursuits,  and  land 
alienation  begun  by  expatriate  civil  servants  and  entrepreneurs 
and  continued  by  the  nouveau  African  elite. 

Internally,  many  of  these  "islands  of  development"  are  in 
reality  micro-spatial  amalgamations  of  contrasting  and  not  always 
complementary  social  strata,  ethnic  groups,  land  uses  and  economic 
activities.   Research  into  the  genesis  and  development  of  certain 
of  these  contemporary  problems  in  Accra,  Ghana  during  its  eighty 
year  colonial  period  suggests  that  some  of  the  more  trenchant 
problems  have  long  histories.   This  is  true  for  much  of  the  land 
alienation  in  Accra  as  well  as  for  the  expatriate  control  over 
high-order  economic  (and  formerly  political)  functions  and  the 
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pattern  of  urban  grov/th  by  fission  and  fusion.   In  as  much  as 
these  and  several  other  contemporary  urban  problems  have  roots  in 
the  colonial  period  they  form  part  of  the  colonial  legacy  and  must 
be  considered  in  these  terms  in  attempts  st   assessing  the  causes 
and  correlates  of  contemporary  urban  forms  of  spatial  organization. 

If  this  interpretation,  which  is  based  only  upon  a  study  of 
one  West  African  colonial  capital,  is  applicable  in  more  general 
terms  elsewhere  in  Black  Africa,  perhaps  a  re-eramination  of  the 
oft-repeated  economic  erplanations  for  the  lack  of  more  rapid 
urban  progress  may  be  in  order.   Were  the  political  constraints 
imposed  by  the  presence  of  powerful  European  institutions  compatible 
with  the  auto-propulsive  capabilities  desired  by  post-independence 
government  planners? 

Problems  and  Prospects  of  Implimentation 

Though  the  bibliography  presented  here  supported  a  narrowly 
defined  disciplinary  study  entitled  "A  Geographical  Interpretation 
of  the  European  Influence  on  Accra,  Ghana  Since  1877,"  the  range 
of  disciplinary  perspectives  in  the  literature  cited  is  consider- 
able.  While  in  no  sense  exhaustive  of  the  literature  on  Accra 
(and  even  less  so  of  Anglophone  colonial  capitals  in  general),  it 
is  felt  to  be  representative  of  the  scholarly  writing  on  at 
least  two  aspects  of  Accra's  morphology  5>nd  function,  namely  the 
evolution  of  residential  landscapes  and  the  organization  and 
control  of  the  urban  economic  base. 

The  most  conspicuous  omissions  are  perhaps  those  personal 
and  corporate  records  of  many  of  the  "dramatis  personae"  active 
during  the  period.   A  se?rch  of  the  Colonial  Office  files  and 
those  of  the  leading  European  firms  on  the  Gold  Coast  that  are 
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available  either  in  the  Public  Records  Office,  London  or  the 
Ghana  National  Archives,  Accra  would  no  doubt  greatly  enrich  the 
list,   A  second  caveat  is  the  virtual  absence  of  literature  on 
the  post-independence  period  which  appeared  after  the  terminal 
date  of  the  study.   The  bibliography  must  then  stand  as  s  tent- 
ative list,  a  working  compilation  of  sources,  an  invitation  to 
others  to  join  the  quickening  pace  of  research  on  African  cities. 

It  may  be  comforting  for  some  to  learn  that  while  field 
e-^perience  in  Accra  was  invaluable,  the  great  majority  of  the 
published  sources  enumerated  in  the  bibliography  are  available  in 
the  United  States,  principally  at  the  Library  of  Congress, 
Washington,  D.C.   Presumably,  if  this  amount  of  data  is  available 
for  Accra  it  is  available  for  other  colonial  capital  cities  yet 
to  be  studied  in  any  detail.   It  is  with  this  hope  in  mind  that 
the  bibliography  is  published.   The  need  for  base-line  research 
on  African  urban  systems  has  never  been  greater.
